for May contains a panel on 
" Reminiscences of Washington," from un- 
published family records. 
Among the anec- 


dotes of Washington there related is the fol- 
lowing : 


In August, 1700, after a few delichtful days 


spent wilh llieir distinguished lelativcs, Cap- 
tain Lewis relalos that tho following conversa- 
tion took place at the breakfast table ihe morn- 
ing fixed for iheir departure. 


Washington was, as all the world knows, a 


man of few words, and while ho quietly par- 
look of his frugal meal the conversation flowed 
cheerfully on between the oilier members of 
the family piesent. Suddenly his nephew turn- 
ed l.uighbg to him and said : 


" Uncle, what do you think 1 dreamed last 


nightV" 


The Oeneral replied that ho could not guess, 


and asked to be told. Captain Lewis, continn- 
inp to laugh merrily, replied : 
" Why, I dreamed you gave me your farm 


on Deep Run." 


"Humph!" ejaculated his uncle. "You 


had better have dreamed I gave you lloum, 
Vernon." 


No more, was said on the subject, and Cap- 


tain Lewis had quite forgotten his unmeaning 
dream as his wile in the catriage, and bade his 
uncle and aunl good-bye. 
Washington follow-

between Russia nn-l Turkey, both powers hav- 
ing been ecgaged in concentrating their ar- 
mies and making preparations for the conflict. 
Several engagements have been reported in 
Asia Minor at the Eastern part of the Black 
Sea, but there lias boon no serious battle. At 
the last account the Russians were investing 
Kars, near which lltcre had been some tigbtiaj. 


Austria iuis mode a virtual declaration of 


neutrality to the following cflect: " Austria 
maintains an aiti'uete of benevolent interest 
in tbe Christian -subjects of tho Porte, and 
while observing slrlct neutrality, reserves the 
right to protect lit own interests, or intervene 
with efforts for the cessation or localizing of 
the conflict. The Ministers recognize the Em- 
pire's intiumU connection with and interest in 
tho affairs of Euiopoan Turkey, but deem a 
resort to warlike measures for their protection 
unnecessary, in view of the attitude of the 
other powers, and the cordial support- tlie Gcv- 
'ernmont can command from the representa- 
tives of the people whenever action becomes 
necessary." 


The Porte notilbd tlie representatives of'tlie 


powers at Constantinople thut it hud declared 
a blockade of the whole of the Russian ceast 
of tho Black Sea. 
A delay of three days would 


be granted vessel') wishing to enter, and live 
days to those intending to leave tlie Black Sea. 


A London Thimti despatch fiom Vienna of 


Monday, the 7th, nays rumors had come there 
from Constantinople that J£ars had fallen. 


Il was reported by a despatch from Constan- 


tinople on Saturday, the 5th, that there had 
been a gieat Russian victory near Kuis. Fif- 
teen thousand prif oners are said to have been 
taken. Kars is invested by 50,000 Russians, 
and the Second Russian corps is in full nmicli 
upon Er/.erum. 


A Conslantinop'e despatch of May 5th to the 


London Dally Teli-yrupli says : " The news of 
tho Russian defeat at Haturn and the capture 
of thine of their gnus has been confirmed by 
li'tler received tliero. yesterday. Everything 
tends to show, bowercr the Russians are very 
strong in Asia, ;md are likely to advance 
<iuickly. 


The London Mantlim!'* correspondent at 


Constantinople reports that the Pone has re- 
ceived a telegram from Mukhtar Pasha an- 
nouncing that he occupied a strong position 
between Kara and Erzerum and is confident he 
can stop the Russian advance. 


—The Southern coi respondent of The Cinc 


nati Commercial lias been studying the situa- 
tion of parties in South Carolina under the 
Government of Hampton, and he comes to 
this conclusion : " To all intents and purposes 
the Republican party in South Carolina is to- 
day dead. It can do nothing, it can elect no- 
body. There is a widespread and almost fren- 
zied determination upon the part of the whites 
never to allow it to come to power again, and 
they reaver will. By superior intelligence and 
resources they will gradually but effectually 
crush It out. 
Tlicy have had enough of it 


and will go to war before they will alluw it to 
come to power again. This fierce antagonism 
is not without cause. The career of the Re- 
publican parly here has been a libel upon civil- 
ization, its rule lias been imbecility and rob- 
bery. 
O/Iices ami public tiusts were boughl 


and sold without uhaniu. Tho Legislature wai 
little less than a den of thieves. 
Democrats 


also operating from the outside were large]; 
mixed up in lobbing thcStale, as will be sliowi 
upon full investigation.

Minor is being pushed with a degree of vigor 
in marked contast to tho dilatorincsss of the 
campaign on the Danube. 


—A terrible famine is raging in the Chihli 


and Shantung districts of China. In a village 
visited by Europeans tlie inhabitants were put- 
ting an end to their sufferings by suicide, and 
in oue family the father and mother buried 
their children alive, that they might not wit; 
ness their agonies. The people have devoured 
the grass and the foliage, of tho trees, anil the 
efforts of the Government and the priests have 
been insufficient to meet the needs of the fam- 
ishing multitudes. China is so densely popu- 
lated, and the facilities for internal traffic so 
inadequate, that a failure of crops in any large 
section of the empire is sure to cause awful 
distress.

went to Cincinnati, 


where they were compelled to take places as 
servants in a family. This was a hard experi- 
ence for the girl, who had been petted and ed- 
ucated by the Shakers, and she wrote a hum- 
ble letter begging to be taken back. She said : 
" I have been greatly mistaken in the world. I 
thought I could have things to suit myself, but 
1 find I was altogether wrong. 1 have not had 
a happy moment since I left home. I know '.[ 
was headstrong and unwilling to be taught, 
but I have found that my way is not best, but 
only leads me into trouble. I know I caused 
you a great deal of trouble, but 1 did not do it 
intentionally.. If you will let me come home I 
promise you I will do differently from what 1 
ever have done. 
I am not taking this step 


without deliberate thought on the subject. If 
you will only let me come home, I promise you, 
on my sacred word of honor, that I will con- 
form to all the rules; no matter how hard it will 
b"e; -if that privilege is only granted me, I will 
do anything that is required of me." 
The re- 


quest was refused. 
Then the mother and 


daughter decided on suicide, wrote farewell let- 
ters to their lovers aniothers, and killed them- 
selves.
